June. 19 56. 
Ilafher than presenting co nclusio ns, (he 
co mmittee reco mmends an enlarg ed research pro ­ 
g ram to test substances co ntaining co al tar dy e* in 
fo nds, drug s and co smetics as to their po ssibility o f 
pro ducing harm. 
Many o f these substances hav e been used fo r 
y ears and th la pro ject do es no t necessarily mean 
that o ne must fear them. 
It do es mean, ho wev er, 
that in time we shall kno w mo re abo ut 
whether 
there are harmful effects o r no t. 
So far as co smetic preparatio ns are co ncerned, 
there appears to be a g o o d deal o f difference be- 
tween peo ple. Many are no t harmed, but so me peo ­ 
ple can g et skin irritatio ns fro m almo st any prep­ 
aratio n, including tho se co ntaining the co al tar dy es. 
When there is mo re info rmatio n av ailable o n the 
result* o f research in this field I shall endeav o r to 
bring it to the attentio n o f readers o f this co lumn.

—A h a g eneral riilp. belching is believ ed to be 
the result o f unco nscio us swallo wing o f air into the 
sto mach which is later ex pelled.

I n- 
less asso ciated with o ther sy mpto ms it is o f Itself 
unlikely to be a sig n o f serio us disea se in the di­ 
g estiv e tract.

A—This is an infestatio n o f the g enital tract, 
principally in wo men, caused bv an animal parasite 
kno wn as tricho mo nas.

This study of the "life. work and 


friends" of barb-penned CBS is a 
distinguished, detailed survey that 
treats Die cantank ero us, contentious 
old wit with determ ined objectivity. 
Ervine w as a Shaw fnend for 40 
years, and lik e him an Irishm an, 
though from acro ss the Boyne; and 
this circum stance*of birth has giv­ 
en the bio grapher a sort of dis­ 
passio nate em pathy iii dissecting 
all the elements in the long, so m e­ 
times baffling career of the d ra m a ­ 
tist, the critic and the partisan 
philosopher,
